This announcement was made
| today: by James G.Bryant, chair-
man-of-the-California-Employ-
ment Stabilization Commission,
who said the department ex-
pe inmediate lay-offs, and is
ready to meet any increase-in
the volume of claims filed re-
sulting from war contract ter-
minations.

Bryant 'said "displaced war
workers are entitled to unem-
ployment insurance when no oth-
er jobs are available, and should
apply immediately to protect
their rights and interest in the
carnings records built up over
the past year.

Removal of price control from
more than 800 consumer goods
items that do not enter signifi-
cantly into the cest of living
was announced today by Frank
8. Balthis Jr, OPA district di-
rector here.

Balthis also apnounced that
price .control is being suspended
on a number of so-called “lux-
ury” furs and fur garments, in-
cluding Rersian lamb, ‘beaver,
silver and red fox, sable, er+
mine, chinchilla, kolinsky, Alas-
ka seal, marton, ocelot and nu-
tria,

Today’s action is being taken,
he said, under the Office of
Economic Stabilization’s ‘“‘decon-
trol” directive of July 25, 1945.
It follows a thorough OPA sur-
vey undertaken several weeks
ago to select commodities in
the consumer: goods field that
can be removed from price con:
trol with no. resulting increasc
in the cost of living.

“Inflationary pressures onma-
Jjor cost-of-living items remain
very great,”” the OPA district
director said. ‘Removal of these
minor items from price control
will give us at OPA a chance
to do a better job of holding
the line on the goods and ser-
vices that directly affect the
cost of living, .

“In the case of the furs cov-

“We_ will closely watch the
trend of prices of these furs
and fur garments, and if prices
begin rising in a manner that
would have an inflationary: ef-
fect, we shall be quick to re-
store controls and bring prices
back into line .with present ceil-
ings.”

 “With ithe ‘end of ' gasoline’ ras
tioning i motorists will also find
it much easier to buy new tires,
OPA rationing officials disclosed
today.

Tires may be purchased now,

provgl is obtained from the lo-
cal board, by the following:

1. Persons using their cars for
accupational purposes.

2. Persons using their cars for
non-qccupatiopal  purposes  pro-
vided that the board decides
that denial of the application
would work a hardship on the
applicant.

3. Persons, otherwise meeting
requhemenls, who have four
good tires but are in need of a
spare, may be allowed a new
spare by the board. Fulerly.
only persons who had to oper-
ate their cars at high speeds
were eligible for new tires Ior
use as spares, -

trailers which need tires.

This last, the OPA explained,
is particularly important now
since it is believed many  war
workers now living in trailers
may wish to go back to their
homes.
